Reports from Cartagena — Inspection of vessels — Sanitary condi- 
tions — Summary for the year ended June 30, 1907 — Smallpox and 
yellow fever. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports, October 14 and 16: 

Week ended October 15. Bills of health issued, United States 2, 
Panama 1 ; passengers from this port, 15 ; passengers in transit, 128 ; 
members of crews, 186.' 

No quarantinable disease reported during the week. 

Health conditions in Cartagena and surrounding country, good. 

The records of deaths in Cartagena for the year ended June 30, 
1907, show that although smallpox has been present, no deaths have 
been reported. An isolation hospital was in existence up to Septem- 
ber, 1007, when it was closed. Yellow fever was also present among 
the troops during August, 1906.
